So it’s feared the ex termi­ 
nating co mpany is the o nly 
answer. The co mpany esti­ 
mates there are abo ut 100 pi­ 
g eo ns which it must trap and 
then g as. The co mpany was 
reco mmended to the church 
by the So ciety fo r the Pre­ 
v entio n o f Cruelty 
to Ani­ 
mals, say s Bierma.

In fact, it was the de­ 
molition of St. Peter Luther­ 
an church a few months ago

flock. 
“WE’VE HAD pigeon prob­ 
lems ever since t h e n e w 
church was built. We’re not 
certain our new ones came 
from St. Peter, but w h e n 
they tore down their steeple 
we noticed a sizeable jump 
in our number,” notes Har­ 
ry Bierma, church trustee in 
charge of the pigeon exter­ 
minating committee. 
No one has been able to 
determine why the Lutheran 
pigeons switched their affili­ 
ation when there are several 
other fine Lutheran churches 
in the area.

titioner. 
It is also a name knowm 
for centuries to the Druses, 
the fierce mountain warriors 
of the middle east. For Dr. 
Julia Hussman’s family are 
the dynastic rulers of t h i s 
Arab religious sect which has 
lith century origins. 
The Syrian princess, who 


intends to open a pediatrics 
practice at the medical cen­ 
ter in the Elk Grove shop­ 
ping center within the next 
month or so, has resided with 
her German husband at their 
Winston Park home for about 
two-and-a-half months now,

NEWEST resident is Karl 
Ludwig Hussman, who w a s 
born October 18. Little Karl’s 
anticipated arrival postponed 
Julia’s Elk Grove medic a I 
debut when other physicians 
started their practice did in 
conjunction with the shopping 
center opening October 15. 
'The Hussmans made head­ 
lines across the country when 
they married in April, 1958.

Hussman admits. Prince Se- 
; lim, an orthopedic surgeon 
who took his residency in Salt 
Lake ^ity, met his wife at 
Wesley Memorial hospital in 
Chicago where she was a 
nurse, ’ *s sister says. 
“My fr. her wanted a boy 
and a girl who would study 
medicine,’’ the Syrian prin­ 
cess pointed out,

didn’t work out quite that 
way.’’ 
There are four other heirs. 
One brother is stud' ing law 
in Paris; another is majoring 
in engineering at a college 
in Damascus;

sister is 
doing postgraduate work in 
pharmacy, a second sister is 
still in grade school. 
Mrs. H u s s rn a n’s father, 
Fauzi El - Attrache, E m i r 
(Prince) 63, is a Paris, edu­ 
cated lawyer who fought the 
French for Druse independ­ 
ence for ll years. 
Now a part of Syria, Djebel 
D r u s e (mountain of t h e 
Druse) is home from th e 
tribesmen W'ho call t h e m- 
selves “the sword of freedom 
and liberty.’ 
The r u l i n g El-Attrache 
family is representative of a 
marriage of c h u r c h and 
state. Great priest (sheik) of 
the D r u s e religion w hich 
numbers 200,000 faithful liv­ 
ing in Syria, Lebanon a n d 
Israel is Mrs. Hussman’s un­ 
cle, on her 
mother’s side, 
w’hile political control stems 
from her father’s side of the 
family. Her great-uncle. Sul­ 
tan Pasha El-Attrache, who 
f o u g h t 
French 
occupa - 
lion after World War I, heads 
the Druse. 
“From my side of the fam­ 
ily comes the tradition of 
fighting while my husband’s 
family has a tradition of cur­ 
ing,’’ Mrs. Hussman s a i d , 
explaining that Lothar’s fam­ 
ily founded Bayer aspirin. 
* ♦ ♦ 
THE DRUSES, who won 
their independence in 1945 
and joined Syria, practice a 
puritanical sort of religion, 
according to the princess. 
“It combines elements of 
the Old Testament with In­ 
dian mysticism,” she observ­ 
ed. “It’s similar to the Mor­ 
mon religion in this country, ’ 
she added, in its abstinence 
from cigarettes and alcohol, 
although she noted that “it is 
strictly monogamous in mar­ 
riage.” 
Eighty per cent of h e r 
mother’s relatives are tall, 
b l o n d , blue-eyed and gen­ 
erally Nordic in appearance, 
said the small, dark-e y e d 
pediatrician. 
It has b e e n 
theorized that these Druses 
are descendants of the Cru­ 
saders “although they would 
resent it if you suggested it,” 
Mrs. Hussman said. 
D r u s e women, however, 
have the right to vote and 
do not keep their face cover­ 
ed by a veil as in other parts 
of the middle east. Their cos­ 
tume includes a fez-appear- 
i n g headdress embroidered 
with gold-studded set t i n gs 
and a cloth veil which flanks 
the sides of the face, th e 
princess added. 
Dr. Hussman and his wife 
met at Illinois Maspnic hos­ 
pital where he had to com­ 
plete a second internship (he 
was a surgeon in Germany) 
and she had come for her 
residency after interning at 
St. Mary’s hospital, Wausaw, 
Wis. 
“I didn’t speak Eng I i s h 
well, and he spoke French, 
so we started going out to­ 
gether; I’d never dated be­ 
fore,’’ the Druse princ e s s 
said. 


DR. HUSSMAN, who h a d 
distinguished himself on the 
Russian front as a German 
officer during World War II 
a n d was hospitalized f o r 
wounds twice (‘An offic e r 
'had a better chance of get* 


ting decorated than the com­ 
mon soldier,’ he says), came 
to this country in 1950, joining 
his uncle. Carl Hussman, an 
engineer. 
He is a general practition­ 
er, with offices in Palatine 
and Chicago. Dr. Hussman 
attended Heidelberg Univers­ 
ity while the princess grad­ 
uated from the French Jesuit 
school of medicine, 
Beirut, 
Lebanon. 
They feel that their profes­ 
sion offers them “so many 
things in common.” Of the 
suburbs, Mrs. Hussman spoke 
of the “warmth” they’ve en­ 
countered compared to b i g 
city indifference. 
While European treatment 
and technique are different 
from U. S. medical practices, 
most physicians look to the

IT WOULD SEEM APPARENT that the Repu blicans hope 
to get one big issu e—which wou ld enable them to fight the 
Democratic machine colossu s and fight it directly , head-on, 
with the proprietor of that machine. 
Cu rrent reports are that Stratton’s Downstate su pport may 
be faltering or is, at least, splitting off becau se of the phony 
third-term issu e. Bu t if Daley himself were to ru n for gov er­ 
nor, Downstate Repu blicans u ndou btedly wou ld forget their 
differences to fight the common foe. 
An “antimachine” fight was instru mental in helping the 
late Gov . Henry Horner win renomination. Downstate is alway s 
seething with dislike for “the organization” of Democrats in 
Cook Cou nty . 
If Daley is goaded into ru nning for gov ernor, then some 
Repu blicans feel the ev er-tu rbu lent Downstate antagonism 
cou ld be properly dramatized and ex ploited to meet Repu bli­ 
can ends. Thu s, the stale administration is eager to keep 
May or Daley afire ov er completion of the ex pressway s and 
the toll road program. The GOP figu res it has the answers any ­ 
way and that may be Daley can be arou sed to the point where 
he’ll toss his hat in. 


WHILE SOME STORM CLOUDS GATHER in GOP ranks 
becau se of Gov . Stratton’s indicated plan to ru n for a third 
term, at least one break appears to be opening in the po­ 
litical ov ercast. 
For instance, it is reliably reported that U.S. Rep. Elmer 
J. 
Hoffman (R-Ill.), has definitely decided not to ru n against 
Stratton shou ld the latter become, as is ex pected, a candidate 
for renomination nex t April 12. 
Hoffman recently issu ed an optimistic report indicating he« 
was more than pleased with the resu lt of a 
personal, Downstate su rv ey tou r. A pu blicity 
release pu t ou t by his Wheaton “campaign 
headqu arters” identified him as a “ru mored” 
candidate for gov ernor in the Repu blican 
primary in 196 0. 
Actu ally , Hoffman’s su pporters confide 
that he will not oppose the gov ernor in the 
primary . This is becau se the Downstate GOP 
organization people were v irtu ally u nanimou s 
in say ing they wou ld hav e no choice bu t to 
back Stratton in the primary . Howev er, many 
said they thou ght Stratton wou ld be beaten 
in the Nov . 8 elections. 
In checking on this, we discov er that, apparently , Hoffman 
has fou nd ou t what the gov ernor already knew abou t his 
(Stratton’s) su pport in t|ie primary . 


NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER, the New 
gov ernor and 
a probable GOP candidate for the presidential nomination, 
was v olu ble du ring his v isit here bu t one of his significant 
statements seemed to attract little attention. 
When asked his opinion of the Charles Percy report su g­ 
gesting the fu tu re approach of the Repu blican party platform. 
Rockefeller, cagily and noncommittally , said, “No dou bt abou t 
lit, the report was a su bstantial contribu tion.” Period. 
In refu sing to comment fu rther. Rockefeller showed he is 
an essentially sou nd politician. Had he ex pressed an opinion 
on the Percy report, he wou ld hav e made some party people 
happy , bu t wou ld hav e trod on the toes of others.

Everywhere Worthington Dawkins Genck goes 
these days, those he knows greet him with a cheery, if 
somewhat sardonic, “Good morning, Mr. President.” 
“I don’t blame them,” Mr. Genck mused one day 
last week. “The thought was as shocking to me as it is 
to these people.” 
The thought is that W. D. 
Genck, 
who 
lives 
on 
six 
acres 
near 
the 
somnolent 
little 
suburb 
of 
Bartlett, 
southwest of Hoffman 
Es­ 
tates, intends to run for pres­ 
ident in 1960. 
“ I ve been given the an­ 
swer,” Genck says with the 
conviction of a zealous m es­ 
siah. “I found it two years 
ago; I don t know why; it’s 
public property.” 


GEXCK’S ANSWER to the 
nation’s 
ills 
is 
a 
curious 
blend of the ultra-conserva­ 
tive and the almost-revolu- 
tionary. 
Although 
a 
regis­ 
tered Republican, he plans to 
run in the Democratic pri­ 
m ary April 5 in Wisconsin. 
The Genck discovery, as in­ 
cluded in his prepared plat­ 
form, is that there is more 
than one way to cut taxes. 
“ The only recognized way is 
to 
cut 
spending,” 
he 
ob­ 
serves. But he proposes a 
further step in eliminating 
the 
corporate 
tax. 
“ We’re 
only kidding ourselves when 
we say ‘Tax the rich / ” the 
retired 
insurance 
salesman 
says, 
since 
the 
consumer 
pays the increase in higher 
costs and taxes. 
His more immediate “ tick­ 
et to the White House.” as 
he calls it, however, is the 
result of an investigation he 
conducted 
while 
doing 
re­ 
search on a 
book he was 
planning on 
life 
insurance 
selling. 
“I gave up on the book 
when I found out what I did,” 
Genck 
related. 
What 
he 
found, he says, is that the 
12 leading mutual life insur­ 
ance companies lost “ more 
than $100 million of policy 
holders’ money through m an­ 
ipulations in the bond m ark­ 
et from 1956 to 1958, in order 
to create a m arket.” 
“ The figures are on file 
in each state with insurance 
commissions set up to pro­ 
tect the public,” the presi­ 
dential candidate reported. 
“I debated: should I tell 
Eisenhower about it? Should 
I hold it back and give it 
to Nixon to save for am m u­ 
nition in 2960? I said to my 
self, ‘H ere’s someone’s tick 
et to the 
White 
House,’ ” 
Genck continued. 


“It should cause any think­ 
ing person to react in some 
sort of way as soon as he 
recognized it. Right then and 
there 
I 
forgot 
about 
my 
book.” 
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AND GENCK’S answer to 
the reaction which he thinks 
such knowledge will prompt 
is that “the government take 
over the life insurance indus­ 
try lock, stock and barrel.” 
This and other proposals in 
Genck’s platform a r e those 
which could be considered 
the more liberal in content. 
Other planks in the platform 
of this tim ber include: 
—a national lottery con­ 
ducted by the post office de­ 
partm ent to “get it out of the 
red and to put hope in the 
hearts of the people” ; 
—prepaid 
hospital, 
med­ 
ical, surgical and dental care 
for the whole of “our popu­ 
lation.” 
The ultra-conservative plat­ 
form planks, however, are as 
numerous 
as 
varieties 
of 
wood. They include: 
—that 
strikes 
for 
mass 
wage increases be outlawed 
and 
labor 
leaders 
secure 
wage increases on an indi­ 
vidual basis “according to 
merit, thus providing some 
incentive for workmen to im­ 
prove their individual per­ 
form ance” ; 
—removing from “ politics” 
all forms of aid and relief 
and place this responsibility 
in the hands of the churches. 
(“The poor should not have 
to be thankful to politicians 
for their bread” ); 
—a stable dollar by return­ 
ing to 
the 
Gold 
standard, 
and deflating the dollar to 
the 
1940 
level 
by 
cutting 
“everything in half” ; 
—return of the functions of 
the Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture to the various state uni­ 
versities and farm organiza­ 
tions; 
—elimination of foreign aid. 
federal 
housing 
and 
slum 
clearance ; 
—giving back to the farm ­ 
ers — without cost — the 
surplus now “held in storage 
at great 
expense” 
in 
ex­ 
change for not planting crops 
of “any kind until the sur­ 
plus is consumed” ; 
—reducing aid to veterans 
by $3 billion, and elimination 
of both the 
corporate and 
personal income tax.

GENCK, a widower 
who 
lives alone in an 11-room 
Southern Colonial home on 
Illinois 59 about three miles 
south of Bartlett, considers 
essential to his program dis­ 
missal of many forms of tax­ 
ation. 
“The fact is that the cor­ 
poration tax turns out to be 
the most expensive consum­ 
er 
tax of all.” he asserts, 
categorizing 
three 
reasons 
for this: I) the 52 per cent 
corporate 
tax 
encourages 
needless 
if 
not 
reckless 
spending because with it a 
dollar only costs the corpor­ 
ation 48 cents; 2) expensive 
departments are maintained 
(by corporations) in order to 
keep up with the paper work 
in connection with taxes and 
to study ways and means 
of avoiding them ; 3) taxes 
are a part of the cost of doing 
business.

Genck thinks elimination of

corporate

would 
mean less production and re­ 
tailing costs, which in turn 
would be passed on in sav­ 
ings to the consumer.

Many of y ou have inquired 
just what did occur in the last 
legislative session with r e - 
spect to the Revenue Article 
of the Constitution. 
Following the 19 57 session, 
a 
J oint 
Committee 
w a s 
formed, consisting of repre - 
sentatives from various bus­ 
iness, 
civic 
and 
tax pay e r 
groups, to construct a p ro­ 
posed Revenue 
A r t i c l e 
Amendment. 
After 
m u c h 
work, 
an 
amendment 
was 
agreed upon by eight of the 11 
organizations 
having 
repre­ 
sentation on that Committee. 
I worked with this Commit­ 
tee and on May 5, 19 59 , along 
with 27 other Senators, in - 
troduced the m easure which 
had been agreed upon. 
Its principal features pro­ 
vided for a classification of 
real estate and tangible per­ 
sonal property into two sep - 
arate classes, 
to be tax ed 
solely by valuation. It further 
provided that intangible per­ 
sonal property could be clas­ 
sified into one or more clas­ 
sifications,each to be uniform 
within its class. It also in - 
eluded a specific prohibition 
against the levy of a grad 
uated income tax . 


MEANWHILE a number of 
other suggested amendments 
had been introduced. 
These 
had a wide range of concept. 
One, for instance, gave the 
Legislature full authority to 
levy any kind of tax without 
limitation. Some of the m ea­ 
sures provided for the impo­ 
sition 
of 
an 
income 
tax , 
whether graduated or n o n- 
graduated. Another measure 
prohibited the imposition 
of 
any sort of an income tax , 


graduated or nongraduated. 
One proposed the abolition of 
the personal property tax al­ 
together. 
I would say that the prin­ 
cipal issue developed between 
those who wanted the Legis­ 
lature to have the power to 
le w an income tax and those 
who wished to prohibit such 
a tax altogether. 


THE MEASURE which 
introduced 
took 
an 
in - be­ 
tween position on these two 
issues in that it prohibited 
only a graduated income tax . 
It further provided, however, 
that the Legislature c ou l d 
impose a nongraduated i n - 
come tax only if it were ap­ 
proved at a public referen - 
dum. 
A f t e r 
many Committee 
hearings, a J oint Legislative 
Committee was appointed to 
consider all m easures which 
had been introduced. After a 
number of hearings, it be - 
cam e apparent that no m ea­ 
sure pending in either House 
would be able to obtain the 
two - thirds vote necessa r y 
to permit its 
passage and 
submission to the people. 
It is interesting to note that 
the two m easures 
w h i c h 
cam e 
closest 
to 
passage 
would have enabled the Leg­ 
islature to impose an income 
tax either of nongraduat e d 
or graduated character. 
The whole problem, there­ 
fore, remains unresolved and 
there will be no opportunity ’ 
for the voters of this State to 
take a position in this field 
until at least 19 6 2. Even this 
cannot occur unless the Leg­ 
islature can produce a two - 
thirds vote of each House in 
support of such a propos e d 
amendment. At the prose n t 
time I am 
discourage d 1 y 
doubtful that this can occur.

EW ING ’S study found that 
medical services “are avail­ 
able for the most part only 
to those who can buy them, 
and to the extent that they 
can buy them. Doctors do at­ 
tend many people who cannot 
pay; hospitals conduct clinics 
and provide care financed by 
taxes or public subscription. 
Nevertheless, it is generally 
true that people who cannot 
pay for services go without 
them partly or entirely.” 
As advances in the science 
of medicine continue, the rate 
of infant mortality has shown 
a steady decline. American 
medicine has done* much to 
reduce infant deaths, but is 
far from making the United 
States “ the healthiest nation 
in the world” even in this 
area. 
The World Health Organi­ 
zation report for 1953 showed 
the death rate among U. S. 
babies was 28 per 1,000. In 
Sweden the figure 
was 
19; 
Norway and the Netherlands, 
22; Denmark and the United 
Kingdom, 27. The following 
year the United States over­ 
took Denmark

IN 1949, with relief legisla- 
pers, and the President ad­ 
vocating a program of na­ 
tional health insurance, med- 
i c a I opposition r e a c h e d 
fever pitch.

Safety and Security Key 
Words

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Two “S’s” — safety 
and security — are key words here at the United States 
Air Force missile test center. 
Everything at “the Cape,” as local residents refer 
to it, evolves around these two words for they are the 
key to this nation’s race against the Soviets in the mis­ 
sile field. 
Though innumerable mis­ 
siles of all sizes and types 
have been fired and mis­ 
fired here, no one single 
person has been killed or in­ 
jured during a firing. 
This is a most im pressive 
record in a most im pressive 
business where 8 ,000 people 
are working daily over a 15,- 
000 acre highly secured sandy 
and scrub area midway down 
Florida's east coast. 
For those who understand 
the language, several "stop 
and go” lights stand in the 
launching area 40 feet above 
the ground.

“ red" 
light 
m eans stay out oi the area. 
A “ yellow” light is caution, 
tests 
are 
being 
conducted.

WHEN ALL IS in readiness 
for a firing, all personnel are 
cleared from the area behind 
a barracade nearly a mile 
back of the launching pad.

Safety and Security Key 
Words at Missile Center

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Two “S's” — safety 
and security — are key words here at the United States 
Air Force missile test center. 
Everything at “the Cape,” as local residents refer 
I to it, evolves around these two words for they are the 
key to this nation’s race against the Soviets in the mis­ 
sile field. 
Though innumerable mis­ 
siles of all sizes and types 
have been fired and mis­ 
fired here, no one single 
person has been killed or in­ 
jured during a firing. 
This is a most impressive 
record in a most impressive 


I business where 8,000 people 
are working daily over a 15,- 
000 acre highly secured sandy 
and scrub area midway down 
Florida's east coast. 
For those who understand 
the language, several “stop 
and go” lights stand in the 
launching area 40 feet above 


I the ground. A “ red" light 
means stay out of the area. 
A “yellow’’ light is caution, 
tests are 
being 
conducted. 
Green means the area 
i s 
open. 


The Air Force, which had 
been given the responsibility 
of operating the missile test 
site at Cape Canaveral, has 
delegated all authority 
but 
one. That is Safety. 
Each blockhouse for each 
launching pad has a separate 
conference room where con­ 
tractors and sub-contractors 
can “ discuss” their different 
phases of activity so that

THE RANGE safety officer 
can. if the missile is acting 
weirdly and depending upon 
the situation, shut off t h e 
fuel supply and let the mis­ 
sile coast to earth with hopes 
of recovery or if the missile 
passes the destruct lines, he 
will set off an explosive de­ 
stroying the missile. 
No one ever has or prob­ 
ably will ever question the 
range officer’s decision of ex­ 
ploding a multi million dol­ 
lar missile.

Each station has its 
range safety officer and when 
the missile is in his area, he 
is the o n e who has

authority to destruct or not. 
He doesn’t have

15.000 miles per hour. 
Every safety precaution Is 
taken back at the Cape. Be­ 
fore a missile is fired, 
all 
aircraft flying along the coast 
are 
diverted 
inland. 
T h e 
shrimp fishermen,

the missilemen came along, 
are cleared from the waters

Cape. 
Tile other “S.” security, Is

With 
8.000 
civilians and military at the 
Cape, it is difficult to keep 
security in its strictest sense. 
There is to be no publiciz­ 
ing of a missile firing but the 
handwriting is on the wall 
and all one needs to do is 
read it. 
Mom

night, the lights are lit out 
on the cape, and over coffee 
she learns that Tom down the 
street and Pat over on the 
next block are all working 
t o n i g h t , and that all are 
working

why they are working.

THE MEN will not say so 
much as a word to th e i r 
wives, but they know “what’s 
coming off.” They’ve liv ed

Instead the 
family drives to the beach 
and sits and waits with all

When our best expe r t s

to be skeptical of promises of 
farm prosperity that m i g h t 
come as a result of new at­ 
tempts to restrict production 
or marketings. 
We simply do not know 
enough about the causes and 
effects of prices to be able to 


guarantee results from a n y 
price-boosting program. Fu­ 
ture programs, like those of 
the past, will come w i t h 
promises, not guarantees. 
Look at soybeans for an - 
other example: The 1958 crop 
totaled 574 million bushels.

State Farm Census To Begin Nov. l l 


Census 
takers 
will 
be 
combing Illinois farm s this 
fall for agricultural facts and 
figures. It will be part of 
the nationwide farm census 
which the U.S. Government’s 
Bureau of the Census under­ 
takes every five years. The 
last farm census was taken 
in 1954. 
More than 700 Illinois cen­ 
sus takers will begin opera­ 
tions on November ll. They 
will want to know about the 
number and sizes of farms, 
acreage and harvest of crops, 
livestock production and in­ 
ventories, 
farm 
expendi­ 
tures, farm values and mort­ 
gage debt. 
The results, 
to be pub­ 
lished on a county, state and 
national scale, will give the 
facts on what millions of 
farm ers are doing. These up- 
to-date totals should be help­ 
ful to farm ers in making de­ 
cisions 
about 
their 
oper­ 
ations. 
Each farm er will be asked 
to help directly in the cen­ 


sus. About two weeks before 
the census-taking starts, post 
offices will distribute a farm 
census questionnaire to each 
farm er. He will be asked to 
fill it out and hand it to the 
local census taker when he 
calls. To accurately answer 
the census questions, farm ­ 
ers are urged to keep a few 
simple records of harvest in­ 
formation, products sold and 
m ajor farm expenses. 
The 
records will not only help the 
census bureau, 
but should 
prove 
handy 
to 
farm ers 
themselves 
in 
management 
planning. 
The census bureau will use 
a new definititon of a farm 
this year. It is this — a farm

Tips on Machine Economy 


It costs more than $1,700 
a year to keep the fleet of 
machinery the average farm ­ 
er 
uses on a 150-200 acre 
farm. 
Fixed costs, much as de­ 
preciation, interest and taxes, 
are responsible for this high 
figure. And the tab is prob­ 
ably too high for that size of 
farm, 
according 
to 
R. B. 
Schwart, University of Illi­ 
nois agricultural economist. 
It indicates that many farm ­ 
ers 
have 
overdone 
them ­ 
selves in buying machinery. 
He suggested that farm ers 
buy equipment caref u 11 y, 
making sure they have plen­ 
ty of work for each piece. 
Careful 
selection 
tends 
to 
hold down the initial Invest­ 
ment and thus lowers fixed 
costs. 
It’s expensive to keep an 
idle piece of equipment — 
fixed costs stay the same 
whether it works or sits. 
Here are other ways to re­ 
duce fixed costs: share m a­ 
chinery with a neighbor, buy 


and use 
machines coopera­ 
tively; do custom work for 
others; hire 
custom 
opera­ 
tors to do some of your work. 
Fixed costs may eat away 
unnoticed on a bank balance. 
But they do eat. According 
to Schwart, farm ers can fig­ 
ure depreciation at 6 to IO 
per cent of the initial invest­ 
ment. Other costs, such as 
interest on investment, taxes, 
insurance and housing, take 
a 3 to 5 per cent cut. This 
amounts to a yearly bill of 
9 to 15 per cent on the m a­ 
chinery’s initial price.

Add Protein 
To Increase 
Stock Profit 


Cook county farm ers can 
increase their livestock prof­ 
its by feeding protein supple­ 
ments to livestock gleaning 
cornfields. 
Farm adviser Carl F. Mees 
said hogs and cattle fed pro­ 
tein will 
gain 
enough 
to 
more than pay the supple­ 
ment 
costs. 
As 
proof, 
he 
cited a recent Iowa trial in 
which 
gains 
increased 
% 
pound a head daily when the 
cattle received a protein sup­ 
plement. Each dollar spent 
for 
supplement 
returned 
$2.85. 
The average of 13 corn-belt 
experiments has shown that: 
1. 
Pigs receiving supple­ 
ment each gained Vi pound 
more daily while 
gleaning 
cornfields. 
2. Each buhel of corn pro­ 
duced 4.5 m o r e pounds of 
pork when supplement was 
fed. 
3. Each pound of supple­ 
ment saved 6.4 pounds of 
corn. 
If corn in the field is worth 
only 50 cents a bushel, the 
supplement would 
have 
to 
cost over $6.00 a 
hundred 
pounds before it would be too 
expensive to feed.

The safe operation of any 
machine depends entirely on 
you, the operator. 
O. 
L. 
Hogsett, 
extension 
safety specialist at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois college of 
agriculture, said the opera­ 
tor must always be alert and 
agile if he is to avoid some 
of the 
sudden 
emergencies 
that may cause serious ac­ 
cidents. 
Through training and ex­ 
perience, the good operator 
acquires habits of safe opera­ 
tion that cause him to re­ 
spond automatically to dan­ 
gerous 
conditions, 
Hogsett 
said. 
When learning to operate a 
new machine, get someone to 
show you how to operate it 
safely before you try it alone. 
Always be conscious of dang­ 
er to other 
people 
around 
your 
machine. 
Never 
let 
them ride on your tractor or 
on any machine that is being 
pulled. 
Long hours 
of 
operation 
will cause y o u to become 
tired 
a n d 
increase 
t h e 
chances of accidents. 
Your 
clothing 
should 
fit 
snugly, with no loose ends. 
Loose coattails, wide or torn 
trouser cuffs, 
torn coat or 
shirt 
sleeves 
and 
double­ 
thumb gloves often cause ac­ 
cidents around moving m a­ 
chinery. To help reduce farm 
machinery 
accidents, 
learn 
what precautions to take with 
each machine. Then practice 
these precautions until they 
become automatic.

Today one person pro­ 
duces enough for himself and 
about 23 others. Agriculture 
is a basic industry and it has 
played an im portant part in 
making America strong.

Posts Longer 


Farm ers can stretch the 
service life 
of 
pine 
fence 
posts to at least 15 or 
20 
years by cold-soaking them 
in the wood preservative pen- 
tachlorphenol, 
according 
to 
W. F. Bulkley, extension for­ 
ester at the University of Illi­ 
nois. 
White, southern, 
red 
and 
jack 
pines 
are 
the 
main 
sources of pine fence posts 
in Illinois. Of these species, 
eastern w7hite pine is most 
resistant to decay. However, 
even this species will decay 
in less than three years when 
in contact with the soil if it 
is not treated with a p r e - 
sedative. 
For best protection against 
decay, 
Bulkley 
lists 
three 
steps for treating pine posts: 
Farm ers should (I) remove 
all bark from the posts, (2) 
let them dry out completely 
before treating and (3). treat 
them full length in the pre­ 
servative from 24 to 48 hours. 
Painting the preservative 
on with a brush or treating 
only a portion of the post is 
a waste of time, Bulkley ex­ 
plained.

Voters Should Okay 
Third High School 


High school district 214’s urgent ap­ 
peal for a third building will reach its 
climax next week when voters are ask­ 
ed to approve a $3.9 million bond issue 
to build a 2500-student structure on 
Goebbert rd., between Golf and Algon­ 
quin rds., in Elk Grove township. 
If there have been any hints of pan­ 
ic in the educators’ plea, they have been 
well-founded. At a time when high 
schools all over the nation are facing 
the biggest educational challenge of all 
time, district 214 must fight a differ­ 
ent type of “space” problem, classroom 
shortage. The present facilities of Ar­ 
lington and Prospect high schools will 
be sufficient only until the fall of 1962. 
Both schools will be cramped in 1961. 
The space problem is amazing, con­ 
sidering that Prospect high school, one 
of the biggest bargains that any tax­ 
payer ever paid for, has been in opera­ 
tion for only three school years, in­ 
cluding this one. But the mass of 
growth figures reported by the com­ 
munities served by district 214 contin­ 
ues to haunt the board of education. 
Some 20,000 students are now at­ 
tending grade schools which feed Ar­ 
lington and Prospect high schools. Elim­ 
inating the kindergarten set and divid­ 
ing the rest into two four-year groups, 
the district can expect 7,310 students by 
the school year 1963, when today’s 
fifth grader is a freshman. When to­ 
day’s first grader enters high school, 
he will have 10,326 classmates. AND 
THIS PRESUMES THAT NO NEW 
CHILDREN WILL MOVE INTO THE 
DISTRICT IN THE NEXT EIGHT 
YEARS! 
The only relief offered district 214 
is the proposed new Catholic high 
school which will accept about 400 male 
students in 1961 and 400 more for the 
next three years until it reaches a 
1600-student capacity. While the dis­ 
trict has welcomed the parochial addi­ 
tion with cheers, it will not begin to 
answer the needs for the school vear 


1962-63, when the Goebbert rd. building 
would open its doors. The Catholic girls’ 
school which has been discussed for 
Rolling Meadows has been described as 
a small, selective institution, probably 
less than 500 student capacity. Both 
these schools would also draw students 
outside district 214. 
The 66-square-mile high school dis­ 
trict which serves Arlington Heights, 
Mt. Prospect, Rolling Meadows, Elk 
Grove, Wheeling, Prospect Heights, and 
Buffalo Grove enjoys one of the coun­ 
try’s best educational reputations. It 
has been rated in the top one per cent 
by a national agency which works with 
all secondary schools. The decay of such 
a reputation as a result of overcrowd­ 
ing, split sessions, and understaffing 
would be a setback to every homeown­ 
er in the district, whose schools have 
played a major role in keeping property 
values high. 
While the “property depreciation” 
appeal is valid, it seems a shame that 
the only way some suburbanites can be 
persuaded to vote “yes” or stay-at-home 
is to threaten his possessions — as if 
there had to be a pecuniary reason for 
providing good schooling for children, 
as if the measure of learning could be 
converted into dollars and cents. 
District 214 educators, however, 
have been very conscious of the tax 
situation. To build such a high school 
as they propose, for the figure they 
propose to build it on, is a remarkable 
feat and deserves the applause of every 
taxpayer. The $3.9 million bond issue is 
less than 60 per cent that paid by some 
other districts for comparable enroll­ 
ments. 
The high school officials have been 
“above board” from the beginning. 
They laid open their plans to a Citizens 
Advisory Committee and have publiciz­ 
ed the election for two months. The 
voters of this district owe their young­ 
sters a tremendous “yes” decision No­ 
vember 14. 
Paper Clip Is Source of 
Comfort in Troubled Time 


In this fast changing nuclear era it 
is somehow’ comforting to note that 
man hasn’t succeeded in altering the 
paper clip since its invention nearly 
1,000 years ago. 
First used during the Sung Dynasty 
of China in 960 A.D., the paper clip 
is consumed today at the rate of 6,- 
000,000,000 a year. The wire used would 


gird the earth 16 times. 
The wire is usually soft iron or 
steel, protected against rust by a gal­ 
vanized finish of zinc or tine. The less 
expensive clip is given a copper w7ash, 
called a liquor finish. 
Some manufacturers are experi­ 
menting with plastic and colored clips 
that might prove useful as page mark­ 
ers.

Not About to Reform

Chicago is a “wide 
open” town. 
It was “wide open” 
shortly

ed that way to the pres­ 
ent day. Reform group 
after reform group has 
launched clean-up cam­ 
paigns, and all to little or 
no avail. 
It is doubtful if there is 
another major city in the 
United States where organ­ 
ized vice holds sway to the 
extent that it does in "that 
toddling town." 
Unabashed, unafraid and 
untouched, Chicago v i c e 
swaggers broad-shouldered 
through senate racket com­ 
mittee investigations, feder­ 
al grand jury probes, and 
Chicago Crime commission 
vigilance.

TAKE LAST week, fo r 
Instance. 
Headlines blazoned that 
the “heat" was on and that 
vice operations had gone 
undercover because of a 
current probe of Rush st. 
bistros by the Justice de­ 
partment. T h e " h e a t , " 
however, merely appeared 
to have kindled the thirst 
of the Near North Side’s 
prostitutes and B-girls. It 
was 
business 
as usual, 
name your pleasure. 
My interest in Chicago’s 
“reforms" stems from my 
days as a graduate student 
at Northwestern university 
when I made a three-month 
study of prostitution. Ex­ 
tensive research gave me a 
pretty fair picture of the 


city’s vice operations. Be­ 
fore my feet gave out, I 
found over 50 bars, clubs 
and hotels in the a r e a 
bounded by the Chica g o 
river and Division st. and 
Lake Michigan and N. La 
Salle st. where the services 
of a prostitute could be en­ 
gaged. To a lesser extent, 
the same applied to the 
loop and to stretches of W. 
Madison st., S. State st., 
and the Uptown area of 
Wilson ave. and Broadway. 
Along with prostitu t i o n, 
there also flourishes gam­ 
bling and the narcot i c s 
trade.

• 
LAST WEEK I gave the 
areas another check. Things 
haven’t c h a n g e d . In a 
stretch three blocks long 
on N. Clark st., between 
the Chicago river and Chi­ 
cago ave., the only thing 
missing is a red light. Be­ 
tween four and five o’clock 
in the afternoon in eight 
bars, there were prostitutes 
who would accomo d a t e 
customers on the premises. 


At Chicago’s well-publi­ 
cized “sin corner" at 63rd 
st. and Cottage Grove ave., 
five women and two men 
wTere arrested in a vice 
raid last week. This is the 
corner that resulted in the 
transfer of the district’s po­ 
lice 
captain 
not 
many 
months ago and was sup­ 
posedly cleaned up. Condi­ 
tions today are about the 
same as they were then. 
As in other areas of the 
city where vice thriv e s, 
the faces may change but 
the operation continues. 


One might ask whether 
or not Chicagoans want a 
reform. For the majority 


the answer is probably that 
they don’t much care as 
long as they cannot s e e 
themselves as the direct 
prey of organized crime. 
What they fail to realize 
Is that the cop who winks 
at a crap game or hus­ 
tling B-girl is doing so with 
the approval of a higher 
up. To where does the cor­ 
ruption reach? To captains? 
To the commissioner’s of­ 
fice? To aldermen and into 
city hall? 
FURTHER MORE, 
It 
would be safe to assume 
that the morale, and thus 
efficiency, of a police de­ 
partment would 
be seri­ 
ously impaired when even 
the lowest rookie quickly 
learns that he either plays 
ball or finds himself on an 
undesirable beat. 
Mayor Richard Daley is 
being touted for higher po­ 
litical office, perhaps the 
governorship or congress. 
His record as an enlight­ 
ened mayor who has pro­ 
vided Chicago with a vig­ 
orous program of develop­ 
ment and expansion is na­ 
tionally known. Less known 
is the fact that the “fix" 
is still in and purveyors of 
vice ply their trade along­ 
side urban renewal and ex­ 
pressway projects. 
As 
both 
mayor 
a n d 
strongman of his party’s 
machine, Daley has a rare 
opportunity to smash Chi­ 
cago’s political-criminal al­ 
liance. Perhaps, however, 
he and his party are com­ 
mitted too deeply to destroy 
the racketeers without de- 
s t r oying themselves. At 
a n y rate there are no 
indications that things are 
going to change. It appears 
the lid is off to stay. 


Swivel Chair Comments 
Migrant Is 
Local Issue

Of special interest to northwest suburbs last 
week was the announcement that a national confer­ 
ence on migratory labor is to be held in Chicago this 
month. 
Each year 20,000 migrant laborers come to Illi­ 
nois, some 800 or more for the northwest suburban- 
area alone. 
Many of these families 
are ill-fed, ill-clothed, and 
ill-housed. 
The migrant is out­ 
rageously exploited. The 
average earning of the mi­ 
gratory worker in 1957 was 
$892. He is not protected by 
minimum wage laws, un­ 
employment ins u r a n c e, 
federal labor tribunals or 
state workmen’s compen­ 
sation programs. In Cook 
county, his employers can 
inflict any kind of living 
standards because farmers 
are excused from comply­ 
ing with health or housing 
regulations.

THESE SPANISH speak­ 
ing families live in sprawl­ 
ing ghettos on the fringe 
of our northwest suburbs. 
In spite of growing pres­ 
sure from the public and 
press for reforms, the liv­ 
ing conditions inflicted up­ 
on the migrant families are 
still marked by: 
—h o rn e s of converted 
chicken houses and shacks 
standing amidst overgrown 
weed patches or clearings 
strewn with rocks and de­ 
bris; 
— primitive, stin k i n g , 
broken 
down 
fly-infested 
toilets; 
—front 
yards 
w h o s e 
mud, 
garbage and trash 
are a background to the 
too-close privy and water 
pump; and 
—“r o o m s" 
with 
dirt 
floors, h a n g i n g electric 
wires, and partitions rang­ 
ing from wood to a bed­ 
spread d o u b l e d over a 
rope. 
In addition, the migrant 
faces serious handicaps of 
language, culture, no edu­

THIS 
SOCIAL 
problem 
is of concern to suburban­ 
ites because these are our 
neighbors. T h e y harvest 
the food which we eat, they 
send their c h i l d r e n to 
school with our children, 
they shop in our stores. 
They are a part of our 
community, and as a com­ 
munity we have a responsi­ 
bility to them. 
For the past two years, 
t h e 
Opportunity Council, 
Inc., has been tackling the 
migrant and other related 
problems on an area-wide 
level. Its president, Willis 
J. Jensen of A r l i n g t o n 
Heights, is one of the or­ 
ganizers of the National 
Conference to Stabilize Mi­ 
grant Labor and will serve 
as chairman of one of the 
discussion sessions. 
This meeting, scheduled 
for November 21 and 22, 
will bring together for the 
first t i m e growers, can­ 
ners, 
educators, 
federal, 
state and local officials, 
union l e a d e r s , religious 
leaders and 
others w h o 
deal with migrant workers. 
Northwest 
suburbs 
will 
be well represented at the 
conference. 
“I’m not being overly op­ 
timistic, or living on cloud 
nine," confesses Patrick F. 
Crowley, president of the 


organization sponsoring the 
conference. ‘I don’t think 
we’re going to come up 
with a cure-all. We’re not 
even trying to do so—but 
I think we’ll d e c i d e on 
some definite plans to sta­ 
bilize migrant labor. These 
will be along the lines of 
finding ways and means to 
provide the migrant work­ 
er with regular employ­ 
ment, a steady income and 
a stable family life, and at 
the same time furnish the 
growers and canners with 
an adequate labor supply."

ONE OF THE principal 
speakers at the migratory 
conference 
will 
be 
U.S. 
Secretary of Labor James 
P. Mitchell, who has also 
figured in the news recent­ 
ly.Faced with bitter farm 
group opposition, Secretary 
Mitchell is nevertheless re­ 
solved to issue new migra­ 
tory labor reform regula­ 
tions by the end of t h i s 
m o n t h . 
The regulations 
would rest on existing leg­ 
islative a u t h o r i t y and 
would do no more than 
check the worst abuses of 
migrants. 
The nub of t h e Mitchell 
proposal is that the use of 
tax-supported public e m- 
ployment services, 
which 
last year recruited 160,(XX) 
migrants for f a r m e r s , 
would be denied to agricul­ 
tural employers who under­ 
cut prevailing wage, hous- 
i n g. 
and 
transportation 
standards. 
Since agriculture is by- 
and-large exempt from un­ 
employment 
compensation 
benefits, it makes no dol­ 
lar 
contribution 
to 
the 
farm placement program. 
Employment 
services 
o f 
the various states are fi­ 
nanced entirely by compen­ 
sation - covered industries. 
This means the farmer gets 
the benefit of the program 
without contributing to its 
support. 
MITCHELL’S regulations 
h a v e b e e n framed as 
amendments to the Farm 
Placement Act. In addition 
to setting wage and trans­ 
portation standards and en­ 
forcing 
their observance, 
state employment services, 
before undertaking hiring, 
wrould have to make cer­ 
tain that migrants are not 
used to deprive local work­ 
ers of job opportunities; 
that 
the 
farm 
employer 
does not i g n o r e local 
health, sanitary and hous­ 
ing codes in facilities pro­ 
vided 
for the 
migrants; 
and that records on t h e 
worker’s past job contracts 
are taken into account be­ 
fore he is referred. 
Mitchell’s reforms w i l l 
certainly not 
significantly 
raise the $892 annual in­ 
come of migratory workers 
who would be covered, but 
the new regulations will 
give some support to state 
groups and voluntary o r- 
ganizations, 
such as the 
Opportunity Council, which 
have pressed for Improve­ 
ment in the working condi­ 
tions and pay of the mi­ 
grants.

But the newcomer rarely stays discouraged. By the end of 
the first session, he is footsore but certain—certain that he’s com ­ 
ing back next week because, well, if all these other people can 
learn what “box a gnat” is, so can he. 
By the end of the third session, the new recruit is probably 
bragging about what a good dancer he is. 
He has a few surprises left, however. Just as he begins to con­ 
sider himself a full-fledged prom enader, some caller invariably 
dream s up a new way to tangle and untangle dancers in a square. 
In G randm other’s day, square dancing could be mastered in 
a few hours. Today it takes weeks of practice to learn even the 
basics of the modern version, with its emphasis on styling and 
smoothness. 
As he glides from beginner to intermediary to advance status, 
the tempo is stepped up. Not only to the tune of the music, but 
most likely to the num ber of nights he wants to devote to danc­ 
ing. As enthusiasm grows, he is likely to start wanting to bring 
his children around or try to get his parents interested in learn­ 
ing to dance, since age is no barrier in a square dance, or try to 
get the boys from the car-pool and their wives to go to the 
next dance with him. Here, truly, the seeds of friendship fall 
on fertile ground. 
When the eighth annual square dance convention converged 
on Denver last May, ten thousand dancers from all over the 
world whirled into the city. All agreed that the future of square 
dancing was secure as long as this feeling of friendship kept 
their hearts in tune. The bank of friendship cannot exist w ith­ 
out deposits, and square dancers throughout the world have 
growing accounts, all labeled “do-si-do.” 
Perhaps the best summ ary of reasons why so many people 
are suddenly square dancing was contained in a recent sermon 
by a m inister, who is a square dancer and caller in some of 
his spare moments. He said that square dancing answered the 
need for play, one of the essentials of successful living. Beyond 
that, he said, it satisfies the basic needs for rhythm and ex­ 
pression that all people have. It overcomes self-consciousness 
and helps bring people together. Final reason for prom enad­ 
ing, a “call’’ which will be echoed loudly by all concerned, is 
simply, 
.. because I like it.”

m i l l i o n Am e r i c a n s are square dancing. In every 
part of the country, from Dedham, Massachusetts,to Park- 
rose. Oregon, callers,who from nine to five are missile techni­ 
cians, milkmen, teachers, or clerks, trade their blue or white 
collars for Western clothes in the evening to instruct sashaying 
couples. Calling to a combo—usually a fiddle, banjo, and piano 
—or to recorded music, these nimble-throated instructors sing 
their hearts out to such tunes as “Bully of the Town,’ “Black 
Mountain Rag,” “Honey Bee,” or any of the other hundreds of 
bright, light, foot-tapping numbers. 
And who are these three million Americans? Young marrieds, 
single adults.teen-agers.and young-at-heart senior citizens, they 
are drawn from all age levels and from every walk of life. Look­ 
ing like pictures out of the Old West, the men in their high- 
heeled boots, slim trousers and bright shirts and the women in 
full-skirted dresses puffed out with billowing petticoats, the 
dancers all have a common goal—to “swing your partner.” It’s 
all teamwork. Each dancer is dependent upon the other seven 
members of the unit to form a pattern, obey the calls, and exe­ 
cute a good dance. And it’s all part of the fun. 


The first time a person goes to a square dance, his head is 
likely to spin faster than his feet, when he is introduced to the 
strange new language. For example, “Aliemande left, allemande 
thar, go right and left and form a star,” can be rather upsetting 
news the first time he hears it—especially when he is expected to 
act upon the information, and in a hurry! Square dance jargon 
demands alertness, above all. Patiently, the caller explains each 
new step, demonstrates, and repeats. By the end of the first 
“tip” (two dances before a short intermission), the novice's 
head is buzzing. Beginners usually just look on during the first 
tip. But when the caller sings out, "take eight and recuperate, 
the newcomer is ready to join a group and start dancing. 
Everyone performs better when he is at ease. One of the way^ 
that some square dance groups have found to relax a newcomer 
and make him feel at home is by the use of name tags. When 
everyone is wearing a name tag, no one is a stranger. The caller 
tactfully eases the doubtful male and his partner into a square 
with three other couples. The music starts and the call to

this encapsulating of one’s self in a shell dubbed 
privacy, is just peachy-dandy, and that anonymity in 
the faceless crowd is preferable to human community. 


Se< OND, I would put the unbought pleasures, every­ 
thing from the view of bare black trees against a 
blue sky to the sparkle of first frost at dawn. Every­ 
thing from the smell of wood smoke to the almost 
animally gratifying, symbolic act of hanging the storm 
door. Everything from Orion at night to the midday 
sound of a boy's bicycle bell. 
1 love the expectant excitement of a big city at this 
holiday time, with the spirit of Christmas in full 
swing. Let me tell you, though, some of the things 
I don't like about it. 
I don’t like competing with hundreds of hurrying 
strangers for sidewalk space, for a cab, for a seat on 
a bus, for standing room in a subway. I don't like the 
continuous, surly squawk and roar of bumper-to- 
bumper traffic. I don’t like the way the first fine snow 
quickly turns to black slush, against which city foot­ 
wear offers ail the protection of a piece of cleansing 
tissue. / don't like standing in line-fo r everything: 
transportation, lunch, dinner out, theater, movies, the 
morning paper, the office elevator, everything. 
And how did 1 get to this point when I started out 
talking about the unbought pleasures? Like this: by 
contrast with the city, the unbought pleasures abound 
out of town and may usually be relished at home or 
close to it, with or without friends or neighbors. 
Whereas the city dweller feels almost a compulsion to 
buy something in his leisure hours—perhaps as proof 
to himself that he’s having fun-w hether it’s dining 
out, going to the theater, going to a night club, sitting 
around a cocktail lounge, or going to the movies 
(in which case, it’s supposed to be more fun to go 
to the big, first-run movie houses downtown). The 
point 1 want to make is that this city chap, so pleased 
with his urban independence, may be a little less the 
free spirit than he deems—as is quickly evidenced by

s a m a n who has done his fair share of putting 
down the suburban way of life, I’ve been accused 
of just about everything from malicious mischief to 
malevolent mayhem.

goodies), the same impulse, oddly enough, 
will have motivated thousands of his fellow 
urbanites at exactly the same time, where- 
for the waiting in crowds and the standing 
in line. The commuting suburbanite may 
experience this misery thrice daily: morning 
and evening on the train platform or the 
parkway, if he drives, and at lunch hour. 
It is the city man’s constant environment. 
Third among suburban blessings for which 
I would offer thanks is inefficiency. It is 
among man’s great gifts and has fallen 
sadly into disrepute. 1 like wasted room in a 
house. I like a place to keep things for 
which I have no use. I like to rummage. I 
want every member of my family to be able 
to engage in a different pursuit at the same 
tim e-without collisions of body or tempera­ 
ment—and it takes a pretty inefficient house 
to accommodate that. I like to ramble aim­ 
lessly, to sit in a slightly busted chair with 
a vacant look on my face for an hour or 
more, to nibble at odd hours on week ends, 
to have a garage in which impossible proj­ 
ects of carpentry or home mechanics are 
started but never quite finished, while the 
car sits outside in the driveway. 
I like to dabble. I like, now and then, to 
look like a slob. I like to tinker and fuss, to 
waste time and motion, to daydream about 


adding a room and not get around to chang­ 
ing a light bulb. I like, in the middle of 
the night, to put on a sou’wester over my 
PJs and put my bare feet into rubber boots 
and walk around under dripping trees, while 
I look at the lighted windows of the room 1 
should have stayed in bed in. These things— 
this wonderful life-renewing inefficiency—are 
there for the suburbanite. I stress the word 
“there” because I mean it as a potential, a 
constant and unobtrusive invitation. For the 
city man it does not exist: most of the 
trivia I’ve just named are simply unavailable 
to him; others he indulges with a built-in 
degree of difficulty and inconvenience to 
himself and to others-w hich puts on him 
the burden of pursuing inefficiency efficiently, 
an unnatural posture which robs the random 
act of its restfulness, since it’s no longer 
random. 
Speaking of the unnatural, 1 would like 
to put forth this proposition which, if you 
can accept it, should assure you that fervent 
thanks are due from all who have escaped the 
urban life: Man, the city builder, the tamer 
of nature and creator of metropolises (Or 
is it metropoli?) has not adapted himself 
to the city, it is not his, he is its. To the 
degree that the suburbanite has escaped this 
adaptation, he should offer up his gratitude 
as he inefficiently samples the unbought 
pleasures of his own home on Thanksgiving.

to go out, he pauses to pity the poor subur­ 
banite denied ready access to all the city’s 
goodies), the same impulse, oddly enough, 
will have motivated thousands of his fellow 
urbanites at exactly the same time, where­ 
for the waiting in crowds and the standing 
in line. The commuting suburbanite may 
experience this misery thrice daily: morning 
and evening on the train platform or the 
parkway, if he drives, and at lunch hour. 
It is the city man’s constant environment. 
Third among suburban blessings for which 
I would offer thanks is inefficiency. It is 
among m ans great gifts and has fallen 
sadly into disrepute. I like wasted room in a 
house. I like a place to keep things for 
which I have no use. I like to rummage. I 
want every member of my family to be able 
to engage in a different pursuit at the same 
time-without collisions of body or tempera­ 
ment—and it takes a pretty inefficient house 
to accommodate that. I like to ramble aim­ 
lessly, to sit in a slightly busted chair with 
a vacant look on my face for an hour or 
more, to nibble at odd hours on week ends. 
to have a garage in which impossible proj­ 
ects of carpentry or home mechanics are 
started but never quite finished, while the 
car sits outside in the driveway. 
I like to dabble. I like, now and then, to 
look like a slob. I like to tinker and fuss, to 
waste time and motion, to daydream about 


adding a room and not get around to chang­ 
ing a light bulb. I like, in the middle of 
the night, to put on a sou’wester over my 
PJs and put my bare feet into rubber boots 
and walk around under dripping trees, while 
I look at the lighted windows of the room I 
should have stayed in bed in. These things— 
this wonderful life-renewing inefficiency—are 
there for the suburbanite. I stress the word 
“there” because I mean it as a potential, a 
constant and unobtrusive invitation. For the 
city man it does not exist: most of the 
trivia I’ve just named are simply unavailable 
to him; others he indulges with a built-in 
degree of difficulty and inconvenience to 
himself and to others—which puts on him 
the burden of pursuing inefficiency efficiently, 
an unnatural posture which robs the random 
act of its restfulness, since it’s no longer 
random. 
Speaking of the unnatural, I would like 
to put forth this proposition which, if you 
can accept it, should assure you that fervent 
thanks are due from all who have escaped the 
urban life: Man, the city builder, the tamer 
of nature and creator of metropolises (Or 
is it metropoli?) has not adapted himself 
to the city. It is not his. he is its. To the 
degree that the suburbanite has escaped this 
adaptation, he should offer up his gratitude 
as he inefficiently samples the unbought 
pleasures of his own home on Thanksgiving.

8. Lean on your legal department. A man selling 
his first house should talk to his lawyer before he 
puts the house on the market. The lawyer would be 
able to advise him on getting his papers in order and 
working out the mortgage transfer I mentioned be­ 
fore. and could help him, too, in figuring out his 
house's assets and the accessories to include in the 
sale. But the time an attorney must be consulted is 
as soon as an offer has been made and accepted-be­ 
fore any papers are signed, before any money is ac­ 
cepted. A seller must be protected from being evicted 
before he is ready to leave, from continuing lia­ 
bilities after he has left, from liens on properties 
he takes with him, from unfair commission claims, 
and from contractual fine print that works to his dis­ 
advantage. I would not advise a seller to use the 
buyer’s lawyer in an offered arrangement to save 
closing costs. 
It’s a seller's market these days. Take advantage of 
it-make your offer as attractive as you can.

h e n t h e f e r e n d i n o s built, they had 
three special aims: 1 ) to get a feel­ 
ing of spaciousness and freedom with a 
minimum of square footage, 2 ) to make 
the most of the oaks and pines and the 
view of Finger Lake on their acre-and-a- 
half lot, 3) to have a house that would 
“work” willingly for all four members of 
a gay and busy family, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ferendino, daughter Claire, who is a senior 
at Coral Gables High School, and son 
John, aged 1 0. 


Andrew Ferendino is an architect. While 
building his own house, he worked closely, 
from the beginning, with Frederic Stresau. 
landscape architect, and G eorge Schwartz, 
d eco rato r. Y ou see the resu lts p h oto­ 


graphed here. The rooms, which arc not 
large, do seem spacious because they all 
open wide on verandas planted with pal­ 
mettos and aralias and glossy ficus, with 
views of the lake beyond. In fair weather, 
big doors slide hack to let the breeze off 
the lake blow freely through the house. 
At all times, an eight-foot overhang-and 
this is a fine point-givcs protection from 
the glare of the Florida sun. The outdoor 
effect is increased by the use of natural, 
untreated 
materials — natural 
redwood, 
masonry blocks of Chattahoochee river- 
bottom gravel, and large expanses of floor 
paved with brick which continues onto the 
terraces and walks. 
Special features make the house easy to 


run with the help of a once-a-week clean­ 
ing woman. Fabrics are rugged and wash­ 
able. Venezuelan glass tile that never needs 
polishing is used for the kitchen floor, 
throughout the house, storage areas are 
built in, as they are on shipboard, and 
big pieces are designed to come straight 
down to the floor, so there is no problem 
of cleaning underneath. 
“ It would be unusual," says Mr. Fer- 
cndino. “ for an architect not to find some 
things he would do differently, if he were 
building again. " 
But. so far, he would make only one 
change-he would like to install more 
sliding screens to open his house even 
wider to the four winds of heaven.
